Text of the Message. 


The message in full was as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I withheld from my an- 
nual message a discussion of needed 
legislation under the authority which 
congress has to regulate commerce 
between the states and with foreign 
countries. and said that I would bring 
chig subject matter to yvour attention 
later in the session. Secondly, I beg 
to submit to vou certain recommen- 
dations as to amendments to the 
interstate commerce law and certain 
eonsiderations arising out of the op- 
érations of the anti-trust law, sug- 
gesting the wisdom of fedéral incor- 
poration of indystrial companies. 
Interstate Commerce Law. 
In the annual report of the 
state commerce commission . for 
vear 1908, attention is called 
fact that between July 1, 1908, and tne 
close of that vear, sixteen suits had 
beén begun to set aside orders of tha 
commission (besides one commenced 
before that date) and that few orders 
of much consequence had been permit- 
ted to go without protest; that the 
questions presented by these various 
suits were fundamental, as the con- 
stitutionality of the act itself was in 
issué, and the right of congress to 
delegate to any tribunal authority to 
establish an interstate rate was de- 
nied; but that, perhaps, the most 6e- 
rious practical question raised con- 
cernéd the extent of the right of the 
courts to review the orders of the 
commission: and it was pointed out 
that if the contention of the carriers 
in this latter respect alone were. sus- 
tained, but little progress had been 
made in the Hepburn act toward the 
effective regulation of interstate 
transportation charges. In tweive of 
the cases referred to, it was stated, 
preliminary injunctions were prayed 
for, being granted in six and refused 
in six.

Evil of Injunctions. 

It has, from the first. been well 
understood, says the commission, “that 
the success of the present act as a 
regulating measure depended largely 
upon the facility with which tem- 

rary injunctions could be obtained. 

f a failroad company, by mere al: 
legation in its bill of complaint, sup- 
ported by ex parte affidavits, could 
overturn the result of days of patient 
investigation, no very satisfactory re- 
sult can be expected. The railroad 
loses nothing by these proceedings, 
since, if it fails, it can only be re- 
quired to establish the rate and to 
pay to shippers the difference between 
the higher rate collected and the rate 
which ts finally held to be reasonable. 
In point of fact. it usually profits, be- 
cause it can seldom be required to 
return more than a fraction of the ex- 
cess charges collected.” 

In its report for the year 1909, the 
commission shows that of the seven- 
teen cases referred to in its 1908 re- 
port. only one had been decided in 
the supreme court of the United 
States, although five.other cases had 
been argued and submitted to that 
tribunal in October, 1909. 

Of course, every carrier affected by 
an order of the commission has,a con- 
stitutional right to appeal to a federal 
court to protect it from the enforce- 
ment of an order which it may show to 
be prima facie confiscatory, or unjustly 
distriminatory in its effect:and as this 
application may be made to a court in 
any district of the United States, it not 
only delays results in the enforcement 
of the order, but great uncertainty is 
caused by contrariety of decision. 

The questions presented by these ap- 
plicants are too often technical in their 
charatter, and require a knowledge of 
the business and the mastery of a 
great volume of conflicting evidence, 
which is tedious to examine and trou- 
blesome to comprehend. . 

It would not be proper to attempt to 
deprive any corporation of the right 
to the review by a court of any order

While Contracts Were Being

New York, January 7.-—The recovery 
in the cotton market late today be- 
came almost as excitéd and sensational 
as the break earlier in the week. 

Reports of very strong southern spot 
markets seeméd to convince traders 
that the collapse in futures had been 
chiefly the result of speculative con- 


ditions, and claims that spinners were 
in the market cn 
to restore.bullish confidence. 

March contracts sold at 15.70 and 
May at 15.95, representing a recovery 
of over $3.25 a bale from the low leve! 
of yesterday morning and-.an advance 
of 34 to 36 points from the closing fig- 
ures of last night. 

The market closed firm, within a 
point or two from the top. 
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DID JACK FROST AID BEARS 
IN THE RAID THAT FAILED? 
New York, January 7.—(Special.)— 
“Cotton has declined in the last few 
davs.” said a large cotton tradér here 
today, “because we believe Jack Frost 
has been and is fighting on the side 
yield of cotton from the 

gouthern states next summer.” 
That was the explanation given. this 
morning of the recent pounding of the 
eottom market by a prominent desler 


noted for his long ‘Vision and clear 


head. The théofy wae discussed on the 
floor of the exchange and in broker®#’ 
offices, and a sufprising percentage of 
well-informed and conservative traders 
hold that it explained the violent fluc- 
tuations of the last forty-eight hours. 

“The cotton market, like the stock 
mafket, discounts every possible con- 
tingency.” said another one. “Men 
who know the intimate relation be- 
tween the weather and soll conditions 
believe the recent nniversal southern 
freezes, unparalleled for earliness. se- 
verity and 4@uration, have worked the 
a¢rés of the cotton belt into such & 
condition of natural fertility that they 
will. next summer, produce an im- 
mense crop. Therefore, the hammer- 
ings of future cotton here lately. Ht 
is simply an automatic effort of the 
market to adjust itself to prospective 
conditions.” 

When Nature Plows. _ 

Talks with a number of reputable 
and level-headed traders developed an 
extremely picturesque and uniqye story 
in this direction. Most of these men 
are better informed regarding. the 
physical characteristics and possibili- 
ties of southern soi] than are south- 
ern farmers themselves. Naturally, 
since their big fortunes hang on ac- 
curacy and timeliness of such knowl- 
edge. 

They point out that nature has both 
plowed and fertilized the soil of the 
cotton belt through the two recent un- 
precedented freezes. The first freeze, 
in December, was unusually early, 
made the ground s0lid for a depth of 
several inches, and, in the thaw, knead- 
ed and manipulated and ventilated and 
pulverized it as !t has not been in 
years. 

Hardiv had the first freeze worn 
off before the present one set in. It 
has duplicated the process, creasing 
and wrinkling and furrowing and 
“spading”’ the earth, with a thorough- 
ness not even approached by human 
means. 

As a result, the soil of the cotton 
belt has been revitalized in a manner 
not approximated since the civil war, 
and the traders here expect a big yield 
next summer. 

Killing the Boll Weevil. 

Another factor they reckon on is the 
choking off of the boll weevil, at least 
minimizing his ravages, as well as the 
destruction or lessening of other crop 
peste. . 

They argue, therefore, that nature 
is working at both ends, and that an 
enormous crop will not have to deal 
with the hosts of insect enemies, for 
which allowance had to be made in 
the past, 

Bulls Issac Warning. 

The bear dealers are _ principally 
afraid the southern farmers will learn 
these fact8 and do some ‘“disc¢gunting” 
on their own hook. 

Tne bufis, on the other hand, are 
sending out private letters to their 
southern connections, urging upon 
them to stress these facts upon farm- 
ers and farmers’ organizations, to the 
end of holding dOwn the acreage and 
diversifying, that the blessings, and 
not the misfortunes, of Jack Frost may 
be realized. 

Reality ,or Only Gossipt 

Other traders scout the suggestion 
of Jack Frost as a cotton bear. They 
point out that today the market ral- 
lied, almost récovering lost ground, 
and that spring options have again 
resumed the upward tendency. 
“Spinners from America and Europe 
have been btrying heavily, attracted by 
the slightly lower price, thus -proving 
that they realize prices are on a per- 
manentiy high level, and that the best 


‘they can do is to temporarily depress 


the markét by speculative flurries.

End Came Shortly After 
8 O'Clock Friday Night. 


Frank M. Potts, one of Atlanta's 
mcst prominent 4nd respected citizer:. 
died at his home, 21 East Fifth stree., 
last* night at 8:30 o'clock, after an 
illness of four months. 

Mr. Potts was forced to his bed by 
a paralvtic stroke, which came on him 
very suddenly. Although he had béen 


watched very carefully, his condition 
showed but small improvement from 
the day he was stricken.

Associate For- 
ester Overton W. Price and Assistant 
Law Officer Aléxander C. Shaw, Pin- 
chot’s immediate assistants im the for- 
ectry bureau, followed their chief out 
of the government employ. 1 

Thoroughly indignant over the ac- 
tion of Mr. Pinchot in inducing Sena- 
tor Dolliver to read a letter from him 
in the senate yesterday, President 
Taft today ‘would listen to no advice 
that the forester’s violation of executive 
orders be overlooked pending the in- 
quiry soon to be undertaken by con- 
gress. He declared the dignity of the 
office he had been chosen by the peo- 
ple to fill was being attacked and he 
would be unfaithful to his trust if he 
submitted longer. 

Taft Weighed Consequences. 

Mr. Taft undoubted!ty realizes fully 
what the dismigsal of Forester Pinchot 
means in a political way. He has been 
ccnvinced for soMe time that the so- 
called “insurgénts” and other critics 
of his administration had enlisted the 
services of Mr. Fincnot and practically 
were defving him to separate Mr.

It was at the ena 
of this special session tonight that the 
president gave out the letter he hada 
written to Mr. Pinchot notifying him 
that his. usefulness as a public servant 
under the present administration was 
at an end 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, Pin- 
chot’s immediat2 superior, it appears, 
was one of the forester’s chief acousers. 
He told President Taft that he haa 
advised Mr. Pinchot not to send the 
letter to Senator Dolliver; that Pinchot 
had told him he had such a letter In 
mind, and “could induce Senator Dolll- 
vet” to read it on the very day thar 
President Taft's special message trans® 
mitting the attorney general’s exonera- 
tion of Secretary Ballenger was to be 
presented to the senate. 

Tt was this story of Pinchot's appar- 
ently calculated insubordination that 
aroused the president to keenest re- 
sentment. 

Mr. Taft accuses Pinchot of having 
taken his stand against Secretary Bal- 
linger wholly upon the evidence ad- 
duced by L. R. Glavis and without re- 
gurd for the evidence on the other 
side on file in the interior department.

“You did this against the advice of 
the secretary of agriculture, without 
notifying him that you intended to do 
so. and -without conferring with me 
at all. Your letter was in effect an

“IT should be giad to regard what has 
happened only as a personal reflection, 
so that I could pass it over and take no 
official cognizance of it. But other and 
higher considerations must govern me. 
When the people of the United States 
elected me president, they placed me in 
an office of the highest dignity and 
charged me withthe duty of maintain- 
ing that dignity and proper respect for 
the office on the part of my subordi- 
nates. Moreover, if 1 were to pass over 
this matter in silence, it would be most 
demoralizing to the discipline of the 
executive branch of the government. 

“By your own conduct you have de- 
stroyed your usefulness as a helpful 
subordinate of the government, and it 
therefore now becomes my duty to di- 
rect the secretary of agriculture to re- 
move you from your: office as the for- 
ester.

TUNNELING TO MILLIONS. 


HE DUG HIS OWN GRAVE 


New York, January 7.—Isaac Fin- 
kelstein, the burrower of Ludlow 
street, was found trapped in his 
tunnel tonight, like a rabbit in her 
warren. Sappers and miners had been 


digging 36 hours for him, 

Nothing more miserably futile and 
hopeless was ever seen. There. he 
lay, under the middle of the street, a 
crushed, miry semblance of &@ mé&n, 
his face in the dirt, his hands stretch- 
ed out before him, pointed toward the 
unattainable millions in the vaults of 
the East Side branch of the Four- 
teenth Street bank, and the diamonds 
in the window of a jewelry shop next 
door. 

His wife and their five children 
saw the first stroke of the pick that 
uncovered his shoes. They had been 
watching the sappers in the trench all 
night and all day. Sarah, the oldest 
child, was hard-eyed and defiant. “My 
papa was an honest man,” she said, 
doggedly. “He does not dig for any- 
thing; \he went down into the cellar 
and fell into a hole.” Sarah is 11. 

Her mother, not less loyal, Dut 
wiser, rockéd to and fro, weeping. si- 
lently, and would neither be comfort- 
ed nor ask help. 

Isaac Finkelstein was a2 good-na- 
tured, easy-going hquse painter. He 
knew nothing about driving tunnels. 
He had only the rudest tools, no tim- 
ber to shore up the roofs and walls 
of his burrow, no burglars’ kit to 
bore through the concrete and steel 
walls of the bank vaults, nothing but 
his guilty dream. And the dream 
collapsed. What Ingenuity he had 
was taxed to the uttermost to keep 
his secret from his wife. It might De 


better now if he had teld her. That 
is all there is to Finkelstein and his 
terrifying tunnel. 

Finkelstein was a patron of the 
East Side moving picture theaters, and 
many a successful bank robbery had 
he seen flashed briefly on the white 
sheet by the calcium light. These 
things may have worked on the imag - 
ination of the easy-going, impecu- 
nous painter, with five children to 
support. If they did, he must haye 
thought of them every time he looked 
out of his garret window, for behind 
him on the dead wall of the bank, 
flared the legend: “Deposits $10,000,- 
000," and by oe his neck a Uttle, 
he gould see the diamonds of Zirin- 
sky, the jeweler, burning in the win- 
dow of the brilliantly lighted shop. 

But nobody knows what Finkelstein 
thought, unless it be Isidor Garbus, 
his brother-in-law, who reported his 
disappearance td the police yesterday. 
Isidor lives in the same tenement 
with Finkelstein, but though he is 
detained as a witness, there is no 
proof that he had guilty knowledge 
of the tunnel.

dene which would unjustly discriminate 
against it, and in favor of other car- 
riers similarly situated. 

Recommends Court ef Commerce. 

What is, however, of supreme im- 
portance is that the decision of such 
questions shall be as speedy as tlie 
nature of the circumstances wil! admit, 
and that a uniformity of decision be 
secured, so as to bring about an éf- 
fective, systematic and scientific en- 
forcement of the commerce law, rather 
than conflicting decisions and unccr- 
tainty of final result. 

For this purpose, I recommend the 
establishment of a court of the Unitea 
States composed of five judges, desig- 
nated for such purpose from among the 
circult judges of the United:States, to 
be known as the “United States court 
of commerce,” which court shall .be 
clothed with exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion over the following classes of cases: 

(1) All eases for the enforcement, 
adjudication, ana 
collection of a forfeiture or penalty, 
or by infliction of criminal punishment, 
of an order of the. interstate commerce 
commission other than for the payment 
of maney. 

(2). All cases brought to enjoin,’ set 
aside, annul or suspend any order or 
requirement of the interstate commerce 
commission. — . 

(3) All such cases as under section 3 
of the act of February 19, 1903, known 
as the “Elkins act,” are authorized to 
be maintained in a circuit court of the 
United. States. 

(4) All such mandamus proceedings 
es under the provisions of section 20 
of section 23, of the interstate com- 
merce law, are authorized to be main- 
tained In a circuit court of the United 
States. 

Analagous With Customs Court. 

Reasons precisely analagous to those 
which induced the congress to create 
the coyrt of custcms appeals by the 
provisions in the tariff act of August 5, 
1909, may be urged in support of the 
creation of the commerce court. 

In order to provide a sufficient num- 
ber of judges to enable this court to be 
constituted, it will be necessary to au- 
thorize the appointment of five addi- 
tional circuit judges who, for the pur- 
peses of appointment. might be dis- 
tributed to those circuits where there 
is at the present time the largest vol- 
ume of business. such as the second, 
third, fourth, seventh and eighth clir- 
cults. 

The act should empower the chief 
Justice at any time when the business 
of the court of commerce does not 
require the services of all the judges, 
to reassign the judges designated to 
that court to the circuits to which 
they respectively belong: and it should 
@iso provide for payment to such 
Judges, while sitting by assigmment in 
the court of commerce of such addi- 


tional amount as is necessary to bring | 


gg annual compensation up to $19,- 


The regular sessions of such court 
should be held at the capital, but it 
should be empowered to hold sessions 
in different parts of the United States, 
if found desirable; and its orders and 
judgments should be made final. sub- 
ject only to review by the supreme 
court of the United States with the 
Provision that the operation of the de- 
cree appealed from shall not be 
stayed. unless the supreme court shall 
so order. 

The commerce court should be’ em- 
powered in its discretion to restrain, 
Or suspend, the operation of an order 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
Sion under review pending the fina! 
hearing, and determination of the pro- 
cveding, but no such restraining order 
Should be made except upon notice 
end after hearing. unless in cases 
Where irreparable damage would oth- 
erwise ensue to the petitioner,

Under the existing law the inter- 
state commerce commission itself in- 
itiates and defends litigation in the 
courts for the enforcement, or in the 
defense of its orders and decrees, and 
or this purpose it employs attorneys 
sho. while subject to the control of 
t attorney general act upow the in- 
itiative and under the instructions of 
the comgnission. 

This blending of administrative. 
legislative and judicial functions 
tends, in my opinion, to impair the 
efficiency of the commission, by cloth- 
ing it with partisan characteristics 
and robbing it of the impartial judi- 
cial afttiude it should occupy in pass- 
ing upon questions submitted it. 


All Litigation by Government. 


In my opinion, all litigation affect- 
ing the government should be under 
the direct contro! of the department of 
Justice: and I therefore reédommend 
that all proceedings affecting orders 
and decrees of the interstate commerce 
commission be brought by. or against. 
the United States eo nomine and be 
placed in charge of an assistant at- 
torney general, acting under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general. 

The subject of agreements between 
farriers with respect to rates has been 
often discussed in congress. Pooling 
etrangements and agreements were 
condemned by the general sentiment 
of the people, and under the Sherman 
anti-trust law, any agreement betwéen 
carriers operating in restraint of 
interstate or international trade or 
would be unlawful.

Recommends Traffic Agreements. 


Tn view of the complete control of 
over rate-mak.ng and other practices 
of. interstate carriers established hr 
the acts of congress, and as recom- 
mended in this communication.

Such a penalty would compel the 
agent of the carrier to exercise due 
diligence in quoting ‘the applicable 
legal rate, and would thus afford the 
shipper a real measure of protection, 
while not opening: the way to collu- 
sion and the giving of rebates or other 
unfair discrimination. 

Under the existing law the commis- 
sion can Only act with respect to an 
alleged excessive rate, or unduly dis- 
criminatory practice by a carrier on 
a complaint madqa-by some individual 
affected thereby. I se@ no reason why 
the commission should not be author- 
ized to act on its own initiate, as 
well as upon the om, ee of an iIn- 
dividual in investigating the fairness 
of any existing rate or practice: and I 
recommend the amendment of the law 
to so provide, and also that the com- 
mission shall be fully empowered, be- 
yond any question, to pass upon the 
classifications of commodities for pur- 
roses of fixing rates in like manner 
as it may now do with respect to the 
maximum rate applicable to any trans.

Under the existing law the commis. 
sion may not investigate an increase 
in rates until after they shall have 
become effective: and although one or 
more carriers may file with the com. 
mission a proposed increase in rates 
Or change in classifications, or other 
alterations of the existing rates or 
classifications, to become effective at 
the expiration of thirty days from 
such fillng, no proceeding can be taken 
to investigate the reasonableness of 
such propos*d change until after it be- 
comes operative. 

Enforcing Rate Changes. 

On the other hand, ff the commis- 
sion shall make an order finding that 
an existing rate is excessive and di- 
recting it to be reduced, the carrier 
affected may, by proceedings in the 
courts, stay the operation of such or- 
der of reduction for months and even 
years. It has, therefore, been sug- 
gested that the commisston should be 
empowered, whenever a proposed in- 
crease in rates is filed, at oncé to en- 
ter upOn an investigation of the rea- 
sonableness of the increase and to 
make an order postponing the effective 
date of such increase until after such 
investigation shall be completed. To 
this, much objection has been made on 
the part of the carriers. They con- 
tend that this would be, itn effect. to 
take from the owners of the railroads 
the management of their properties, 
and to clothe the interstate commerce 
commission with the original rate- 
making power—a policy which was 
much discussed at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Hepburn act 
and which was then. and has always 
been. distinctly rejected; and in reply. 
to the Suggestion that they are able, 
by resorting to the courts, to stay the 
taking effect af the order of the com. 
mission until its reasonableness shall 
have been investigated by the courts. 
whereas the pé@ople are deprived of 
any such remedy with respect to ac- 
tion by the carriers—they point to the 
provision of the interstate commerce 
act, providing for restitution to the 
shippers by carriers of excessive rates 
charged in cases where the orders of 
the commission reducing such rates 
are affirmed. It may be doubted how 
effective this remedy really ig. 


‘Consumer Pays Freight. 


Experience has shown that many, 
perhaps most, shippers do not resort 
to proceedings to recover the excessive 
rates which they may have been re- 
quired to pay, for tke simple reason 
that they have added the rates paid 
to the cost of the goods, and thus en- 
hanced the price thereof to their cus- 
tomers; and that the public has in ef- 
fect paid the bill. On the other hand. 
the endrmous volume of transportation 
charge$, the great number of separate 
tariffs filed annually with the inter- 
State commerce commission,;amountt: 
to almdst 200,000, “and the impossi- 
bility of any commissiop supervising 
the making Of tariffs in advance of 
their becoming effective on every 
transportation line within the United 
tates, to the extent that would be 
necessary if thelr active concurrence 
were required in the making of every 
tariff, has satisfied me that this power, 
if granted. should be conferred in @ 
very limited and restricted form. 

I, therefore. recommend that 
interstate commerce commission 
empowered, whenever any proposed 
increase of rates is filed, at once, 
either on complaint or of its motion, 
to jenter upon an investigation into 
the reasonableness of such change, 
and that it be further empowered, in 
its| discretion, to postpone the effec- 
tive date of such proposed increase 
for a period not exceeding sixty days 
beyond the date when such rate 
would take effect. 


Rejecting Rates. 


If within this time it shall deter- 
mine that such increase is unreason- 
able, it may then, by its order, either 
forbid tne increase at all, or fix the 
maximum beyond which it shall not 
be made. If, on the other hand, at 
the expiration of this time, the com- 
mission shall not have completed its 
investigation, then the rate _ shall 
take effect precisely ag it would un- 
der the existing law, and the commis- 
sion may continue its investigation 
with such results as might be real- 
ized under the law, as it now stands. 

The claim is very earnestly ad- 
vanced by some large associations of 
shippers that shippers of freight 
should be empowered to direct the 
route over which their shipments 
should pass to destination, and in this 
connection it has been urged that the

It is possible for the owners of a 
business of manufacturing and selling 
useful articles of merchandise so to 
conduct their business as not to vio- 
late the inhibitions of the anti-trust 
law and yet to secure to themselves 
the benefits of the economics of man- 
agement and of production due to the 
concentration under one control of 
large capital and many plants. If they 
use no other inducement than the con- 
stant low price of their product and 
its good quality to attract eustom, and 
their business is a profitable one, they 
violate no laws. 

Intent of Anti-Trast Law. 

If their actual competitors are small 
in comparison with the total capital 
invested, the prospect of new invest- 
ments of capital by others in such a 
profitable business is sufficiently near 
and potential to restrain them in the 
prices at which they sell their product. 
But if they attempt by exclusive con- 
tracts with their patrons and threats 
of non-dealing except upon such con- 
tracts, or by other methods of a sim- 
lar character, to use the largeness of 
their resources and the extent of their 
output compared with the total output 
as a means of compelling custom and 
frightening off competition, then they 
disclose a purpose to restrain trade 
and to establish a monopoly and vio- 
late the act. 

The object of the anti-trust law was 
to suppress the abuses of business of 
the kind. described. 

It was not to interfere with a great 
volume of capital which, concentrated 
under one organization, reduced the 
cost of production and made its profit 
thereby, and took no advantage of its 
size by methods akin to duress to stifle 
competition. with it.

Following the sugar trust decision, 
however, there have come along in the 
slow but certain course of judicial dis- 
position, cases involving a construction 
of the anti-trust statute and its appii- 
cation until now they seem to embrace 
every phase of that law which can be 
practically presented to the Americas 
public and to the government for ac- 
tion. They show that the anti-trust 
act has a wide scope, and applies to 
rany combinations in actual operation, 
rendering them unlawful and subject 
to indictment and restraint. 

The supreme court in several of its 
decisions“nas declined to read into the 
statute the word “unreasonable” before 
“restraint of trade.” on the ground 
that the statute applies to all restraints 
and does not intend to leave to the 
court the discretion to determine what 
is a reasonable restraint of trade. 


Where Restraint Is Legal. 


The expression “restraint of trade” 
comes ‘from the common law, and at 
common lew there were certain cove- 
nants incidental to the carrying out of 
a main or principal contract which 
were said to be covenants in partiat 
restraint of trade,,and were held to 
be enforcible because “reasonably” 
adapted to the performance of the 
main or principal contract. And undep 
the general language used by the su- 
preme court in several cases, it would 
seem that even such incidental coves 
nants in restraint of interstate trade 
were within the inhibition of the stat- 
ute and must be condemned. 

In order to avoid such a result. I 
have thought and said that it might 
be well to amend the statute, 80 4&5 
to exclude such convenants from its 
vondemnation. 
ae close examination of the later de- 
cisions of the court, however, shows 
quite clearly, in cases presenting the 
exact question, that such incidental 
restraints of trade are held not to be 
within the lew. and are excluded by 
the general statement that to be with- 
in the statute, the effect upon the 
trade of the restraint must be direct and 
not merely incidental or indirect. The 
necessity, therefore, for an amend- 
ment of the statute so as to exclude 
these incidental and beneficial con- 
venants in restraint of trade held at 
common law to be reasonable, does 
not exist. 

In some of the opinions of the fed- 
eral court judges there have been in- 
timations, having the effect, if sound, 
to weaken the force of the statute Dy 
including within it absurdly unimpor- 
tant combinations and arrangements, 
and suggesting. therefore, the wisdom 
of changing its language by limiting 
its application to serious combinations 
with intent to restrain competition or 
control prices. A reading of the opin- 
ions of the supreme court, however, 
makes the change unnecessary, for 
they exclude from the operation of 
the act contracts affecting interstate 
trade in but a small and incidental 
way. and apply the statute only to the 
real evil aimed_at by congress. 

Anti-Trust Law Stands Test. 

The statute has been on the statute 
books now for two ‘decades, and the 
supreme court, in more than & du.en 
opinions, has construed it in applica- 
tion to various phases of business 
combinations and in reference to vari- 
ous subjects-matter. It has applied it 
to the union under one control of 
two competing interstate railroads, to 
joint traffic arrangements between 
several interstate railroads, to private 
manufacturers engaged in a plain at- 
tempt to control prices and suppress 
competition in a part of the country 
including a dozen states, and to many 
other combinations affecting inter- 
state trade. The value of a_ statute 
which is rendered more and more cer- 
tain in its meaning by a series of de- 
cisions of the supreme court furnishes 
a strong reason for leaving the act as 
it is. to accomplish its useful purpose, 
though were it being newly enacted, 
useful suggestions as tq change of 
pNrase might be made. 

It is the duty and the purpose of the 
executive to direct an investigation 
by the department of justice, through 
the grand jury or otherwise, into the 
history, or, 2nization and purposes of 
all the industrial companies with re- 
spect to which tivere is any reasonable 
ground for susptcion that they have 
been organized for a purpose, and are 
conducting business on a plan which 
is in violation of the anti-trust law. 
The work is a heavy one, but it is 
not beyond the power of the depart- 
ment of justice, if sufficient funds are 
furnished, to carry on the investiga- 
tions and to pay the counsel engaged 
in the work. 

But such an investigation and pos- 
sible prosecution of corporations 
whose prosperity or destruction af- 
fects the comforts not only of stock- 
holders. but of millions of wage-earn- 
ers. employees and associated trades- 
mén. must necessarily tend to disturb 
the confidence of the business com- 
munity, to dry up the now flowing 
sources of capital from its places of 
hoarding, and produce a halt in our 
present prosperity that will cause 
suffering and strained circumstances 
among the innocent mgny for the 
faults of the guilty few 


Corporation Licenses. 


The question which.I wish in this 
message to bring clearly to the con- 
sideration and discussion of congress 
is whether. in order to avold such 
possible business danger, something 
eannot be done by which - these busi- 
ness combinations may be offered a 
means. without great financia! dis- 
turbance, of changing the character, 
organization and extent of their busi- 
ness into one within the lines of the 
law under federal control and super- 
vision, securing compliance with the 
anti-trust statute. 

Generallv in the industrial combina- 
tions called “trusts” the principa, bus- 
iness is the sale of goods in many 
states and in foreign markeis; in 
other words. the interstate and fas- 
eign business far exceed the businéss 
done in any one state. This fact will 
justify the federal government in 
granting a federal charter to such &@ 
eombination to make and gel! in in- 
terstate and forei@n commerce the 
products of useful manufacture under 
such limitations as will secure @ com- 
pifance with the anti-trust law. It is 
possible so to frame a Statute that 
while it offers protection to a federal 
company against harmful. vexatious

Federal Iincecrporatioa. 


I. therefore recommend the enact- 
ment by cengress of a general law 
providing for the fonmation of cor- 
porations to engage in.trade and com- 
merce among the states and with 
foreign nations, protecting them from 
undue.interference by the states and 
regulating their activities, so as to 
prevent the recurrence, under national 
auspices, of those abuses which have 
arisen under state control. 

Such  a-slaw should provide for the 
issue of stock of such corporations to 
@n amount equal only to the cash 
paid in on the stock; and if the stock 
be Issued for property, then at a fair 
valuation ascertained under approval 
ang supervision of federal authority, 
affer a full and complete disclosure 
of gil the facts pertaining to the value 
of *guch property and the interest 
thefein of the persons to whom it is 
Proposed to issue stock in payment of 
suen ‘property. It should subject the 
réal and personal property only of such 
corporations to the same-taxation as 
is imposed by the states within which 
ft may be situated upon other similar 
property located therein, and it should 
require such corporations to file full 
and complete reports of their opera- 
tions with the department of com- 
merce and labor at regular intervals.

Opponents of National License. 


Such a national incorporation law 
will be opposed, first, by those who be- 
lieve that trusts should be completely 
rbrok ‘ @nd their property de- 
'stroyed. Dp 
those who doubt the constitutionality 
of such federal incorporation, and even 
if it is Valid, object to it as too great 
federal centralization. It will be op- 
posed, third, by those who will insist 
that’ a mere voluntany incorporation 
like this will not attract to its accept- 
‘ance the ‘worst of the offenders against 
the anti-trust statute and who will 
therefore propose instead of it. a sys- 
tem of compulsory licenses for all fea- 
eral. corporations engaged in_ inter- 
state business. 

Let us consider these injunctions in 
their order. The government its now 
trying to dissolve some of these .com- 
binations, and it is not the intention 
of the government to desist tn the 
least degree in its effort to end these 
combinations which are today monopo- 
lizing the commerce of this country; 
where it appears that the acquisition 
and concentration of property go to 
the extent of re _@ monopoly or 
of substantially and directly restrain- 
ing interstate. commerce, it is not the 
intentian, ofthe government to permit 
this monopoly to exist under federal 
incorporation or to transfer the pro- 


the state corporations now violating 
the Sherman act. 

But it is not, and should not be, the 
policy of the government to prevent 
reasonable concentration of capital 
which. ts necessary to the economic 
development of manufacture, trade 
and commerce. This country has 
shown a power of economica! produc- 
tion’ that has astonished the world, 
and has enabled us to compete with 
foreign manufacturers in many mar- 
kets. 

‘Benefits of Combination. 


It should he the eare of the govern- 
ment to. permit. such concentration of 
capital, while ‘keeping open the ave- 
nues .of individual: enterprise, and the 
opportunity for a man or corporation 
with reasonable capital to engage in 
business. If we would maintain our 
present business supremacy, we should 
give -to industrial concerns en oppor- 
tunity to reorganize and to concen- 
trate their legitimate capital in a 
federal corporation and to carry on 
their. large. business within the lines 
of the law. % , 

nd, there are 
one constitutionallty of such federal 
incorporation. The regulation of in- 
terstate and foreign commerce i{s cer- 
tainly conferred in- the fullest meas- 
ure upon congress, and for the pur- 
pose of securing in the most a: 
ough manner that kind of regulation, 
congress shall insist that it —ey pro- 
vide and authorize certain agencies . 
earry on poe mbrereninn F it wou 
,eem e within its P 
ae Nag been distinctly affirmed 
with respect to railroad companies do- 
ing an interstate business, and inter- 
state bridges. The power of incor- 
poration has been exercised by con- 
gress and upheld by the supreme court 


in this regard. 
Regarding Constitutionality. 

Whv. then, with respect to any other 
farm of interstate commerce like the 
sale of goods-across state poundartes 
and into foreign commerce, May the 
same power not be asserted? Indeed, 
it is the very fact that they carry on 
interstate commerce that makes these 
great industrial concerns subject to 
federal prosecution and control. How 


those who doubt 


far as incidental to the carrying on of 
that commerce it may bé within the 
power of the f@deral government to 
authorize the manufacture of goods, is 
perhaps more. open to ‘discussion, 
though a recent decision of the su- 
preme court would seem to answer 
that question in the affirmative. 

Even those who are willing to con- 
cede that the supreme court May Sus- 
tain such federal tncorporation are in- 
elined to oppose it on the ground of 
its tendency to the enlargement of the 
federal power at the expense of the 

ower of the states. 

It is a sufficient answer to this 
argument to say that no other method 
can be suggested which offers federal 
protection on the one hand and close 
federal supervision on the other of 
these great organizations that are in 
fact federal because they are as wide 
as the country and are entirely un- 
limited in their business by state lines, 
nor is the centralization of federal 
power under this act likely to be ex- 
cessive. Only the largest corporations 
would avail themselves of such a law, 
because the burden of complete fed- 
eral supervision and control that must 
certainly be imposed to accomplish 
the purpose of the incorporation, would 
not be accepted by an ordinary busi- 
ness concern. . 

The third objection, that the. worst 
offenders will not accept federal in- 
corporation, is easily answered. The 
decrees of injunction recently adopted 
in prosecution under the anti-trust 
law. are so thorough and sweeping 
that the corporations affected by them 
have but three causes before them: 

Why Trusts Must Yield. 
| First. They must resolve themselves 
'fnto their component parts in the dif- 
'ferent states, with a consequent loss 
'to themselves of capital and effective 
(organization and to the country of con- 
(centrated energy and enterprise; or, 

Second, in defiance of law and under 
some secret trust they must attempt 
j}to continue their business in violation 
,Of the federal statute, and thus incur 
ithe penalties of contempt and bring 
on an inevitable criminal prosecution 
of the individuals named in the decree 
land their associates: or, 

Third, they must’ reorganize and ac- 
cept in good faith the federal charter 
l suggest.

Authorities in New York explain the current depression in the cotton 
market by declaring it is an effort to discount the indications of a large|’ 
prospective cotton yield, the latter being foreshadowed by the two recent 
unprecedentedly early and unprecedentedly severe freezes universal through- 
out the cotton belt. 

Their contention is that both in December and in January the ground 
has been frozen so hard and so deep, and that it has been so thoroughly 
manipulated and “plowed” by the natural effect of the extreme and protract- 
ed cald that everywhere the soil promises to yield next summer an unus- 
ually large aggregate of cotton. 

The hypothesis may or may not be scientifically correct, and it may 
veraciously or otherwise explain the bear raid upon the cotton market. 

But the same reasoning has been, qualifiedly, advanced by the local 
weather authorities, as well as by veteran conservative farmers 
throughout this section. ' 

It is, therefore, incumbent upon the southern farmer,

THE PRESIDENT’S SPECIAL MESSAGE. 


The special message of President Taft, published elsewhere, deals with 
two issues likely to figure momentously in his administration: 


the end that regulation of railroads may be.more just and satisfactory, both 
to carriers and people. 

Amplification and revision of anti-trust statutes and regulation, to the 
end of correcting monopolistic abuses and protecting legitimate industrial 
combinations. 

In several respects the proposals of the president are revolutionary, 
though not unexpected. 

To what extent they are effective and feasible and in what shape they 
will leave the congressional hopper is vet to be determined. 

The two radical features of the message—that creating a court of com- 


merce, with autKority to review railroad rate litigation and amenable only 
to the @upreme’*court, and the federal incorporation of great corporations— 


4/ have long been foreshadowed. 


Both remedies will encounter violent opposition and staunch defense. 
As they are threshed out upon the floor of congress the people will have 
ampler opportunity to gauge their worth or inadequacy and to express sarc- 
tion or disapproval. 

Both issues are inseparably intertwined with the prosperity and prog: 
ress of the nation, industrial and commercial growth, the problem of ,the 
cost of living, the safety of investments, the basic questions of special 
privilege and equal rights, the protection of corporations and railroads and 
the protection of the public. 

It is an evolutionary age in which we live. The conservative of yes 
terday is the radical of today, and five years ago the man who now plead.

time. The price paid was 60 cents a 
bushel and the potatOes were sound 
and all right. At one time, in 1908, 
witness paid $1 for her cow that had 
been impounded at the stockade.

seen On stockade wagon last summer 
vegetables for sale. 

Mrs. Mary Phillifs, of 300 Cameron 
street, testified that she bought a half 
bushel of potatoes from the stockade 
last fall, paying 30 cents for them. The 
order was solicited by a stockade man. 
At that time potatoes were worth $1.20 
a bushel. Witness also bought pota- 
toes from the stockade five years ago. 

Mrs. Louisa Woodruff. of 302 Came- 
ron street, testified she bought a 
bushel and a half of potatoes from a 
stockade wagon last fall, paying 60 
cents a bushel. A city negro convict 
was driving the wagan, which was 
large and drawn by two horses. 

H. A. Dennard, an employee at the 
police barracks, stated that he had 
bought one bushel of potatoes for his 
home, paying 60 cents. The potaté6es 
were not sound. They were ordered 
from Mr. Terry. Witness paid $1 twice 
and maybe three times as impounding 
fees fOr cows taken up at the stock- 
ade. This was in 1908. The money 
was paid to Tom Terry at the stock- 
ade. 

L. T. Lewis, of 137 Cameron street, 
stated thathe bought twoand one-half 
bushels of good stockade potatoes at 60 
cents a bushel. which was less than 
the regular price. Witness heard the 
potatoes were On sale last Noyember 
and went to the stockade farm and 
paid Tom Terry the money.

Henry L. Collier. the commissioner 
of public works, took the stand again 
to testify about his management of 
the stockade. He stated, in substance: 

‘Tn the first place I wish to say 
that one of the first and foremost 
beneficiaries of the stockade egg farm 
was F. L. Seely, the editor of The 
Georgian. When he was at death's 
door with typhoid fever, Mrs. Collier 
supplied Mrs. Seely with fresh eggs 
from the stockade, because they could 
not be gotten fresh elsewhere. Mr. 
Seely has since told me that he be- 
lieved the stockade eggs that he got 
free, saved hig life. I have given the 
eggs to sick people all over the city, 
among whom was W. P. Hill, the late 
city attorney. 

Mr. Collier stated that ‘‘the hogs kill- 
ed at the stockade were only a few in 
number. The meat was sold, because 
what was realized was worth more to 
the city than the fresh meat.” He al- 
lowed potatoes only sold when there 
was an overplus. “For several years 
we had bad luck, and the potatoes 
rotted. I believe that’ honest reports 
were made about the sales. The only 
men I ever saw take vegetables were 
the gardeners, when we had too much 
for the convicts. I believe to allow 
these men to take a few vegetables 
makes them take more interest in the 
farm. Every summer much of the veg- 
etables rotted in the flelds. What I 
took myself amounted to very little, 
the gardeners putting a few things in 
my buggy now and‘then. All I ever 
had wouldn’t amount to $6. I never 
kept any accounts with the city: I 
have given to the city a cornerstone 
for the stockade building that cost 
$26, and as much more for an arch.

I rise at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, IT am at my office three or four 
hours. I then drive out to where the 
street gangs are at work.” 

Mr. Collier then gave a full account 
of his day’s round that included a 
visit to the stockade. 

He stated that he never allowed the 
city convicts to leave the stockade 
when the weather is colder than 26 
degrees above zero. 

He said that with $11,000 he could 
make all the needed improvements at 
the entire stockade property. 

Stockade Steward Wanted. 

Mr. Collier suggested that a steward 
be employed to look after the cooking 
at the stockade’ and supervise the 
cleaning of the prison and bed clothes, 
and that one man be appointed to 
shackle all the prisoners. 

He said, he did not -know how pota- 
toes were sold from’ the stockade in 
1908 when the crop was a failure. He 
could not state about the impounding 
fees for trespassing cows. He had al- 
ways authorized the stockade farm 
hand to sell potatoes where the crop 
wae too abundant for feeding the 
prisoners and he had allowed an ex- 
change of séed.

IT HAD NO EFFECT 
ON STOCK MARKET 


Wall Street Men Had Prepared 
for Recommendations in the 
ident’s Message. 


New York, January 7.—Whatever 
may be thought of the influence of 
the president's message on the stock 
market, it cannot be supposed that 
there was anything in it that was 
news in that region. The full text of 
the message was distributed to brok- 
ers’ offices within a few minutes after 
its delivery to congress; advance copies 
having been in hand for that purpose. 
The preparation for that documen) 
however, has involved such widespread 
consultation and such free preliminary 
discussion by the author in public ad- 
dresses that scarcely any passage of 
it could be regarded as a novelty. Ever 
since the conference of railroad presi- 
dents at the white house last Monday, 
for the purpose of offering their ob- 
jections to the recommedations to be 
made, the stock market has devoted 
most of its attention to taking meas- 
ures prompted by the views of the 
forthcoming paper. The result was 
seen in the state approaching idleness, 
into which the market fell after the 
message was published. The element 
immediately in touch with the stock 
market had already taken such steps 
as they deemed appropriate to the con- 
ditions presented by the executive 
recommendations. Such steps on the 
part of the speculators are naturally 
in the effort to anticipate and take 
advantage of what the more scattered 
general public may do. ' 

In the movement of special stocks, 
here and there, which has occurred 
during the week, it is possible to sup- 
pose that action was prompted by par- 
ticular passages of the message.
